MEMPHIS. 
A FUNBRAL CITY. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Mempuis, Sept. 4.—Thg caparisoned hearse at 
an ambie, the rougber-draped vehicle at a trot, 
spring wagons atagallop, and great express 
cars toiling along, each and all laden heavily 
with coffins, and moving southward towards the 
cities ot burial. AtSo’clock the undertakers 
reported ninety-six burials in twenty-four 
hours, and sixty pauper négroes awaiting sep- 
ulture, rightly belonging to to-day’s list of 
dead, but taking their putrid forms to swell! to- 
morrow’s record. By the weird light of the 
moon the grave-digger’s spade moves to-nigut, 
and trenches in Potter’s Field are being made 
thick and Jong. Existence here is Hel) ow earth. 

AMONG TIE BURIALS 

to-day was that of R. A. Thompson, business 
manager of the Ava’anche, and Postmaster. He 


died at the home of his city editor, and was 


borne to the grave by six of his employes. Men 
to handle coffins are scarce. and families have 
to look each to the burial of its own dead. Dr. 
W. R. Hodges, a skitled and valuable physician, 
was among the deaths. 

The sick to-day are Mayor Flippin. Fred 
Schafer, A. R. Droescher, Capt. William 
Miller, Mies Mary Body, Mr. Robert Wilcox 
wife, daughter, and sister-in-law; A. F. C. 
Cook, a Howard; Dr. Avert M. Dea, reported 
as doing well; 1.

are but sixty-five, as physicians have not time 
actually to make out their lists. the Appeal 
abd Ara’anche are running with three printers 
each to-night.

William J. Willis, of the Citizens’ Relief Com- 
mittee, states that salt meats aud flour are 
most needed for the destitute, who are being 
fed by the Citizens’ Relief Committee. The 
drain upon the various relief organizations is 
very great, for, in addition to attending to the 
sick and destitute here, several calls for help 
from adjoining towns have been promptly re- 
sponded to. 

A panic was created at Colliersville, this 
count v, yesterday, by the death of two citi- 
zeue, supposed to have been caused by yellow 
fever.

No 
one is leaving bere now, as the epidemic tas such 
a hold it is too late to go anywhere. 


Doctors and nurses with the needed medicines 
are in readiness to leave St. Louis for Green- 
Ville, but it is not known to-night how the pes- 
tilence-stricken town can be reached. It is 
on the Mississippi River, 200 miles below 
Memphis, 125 above Vicksburg, and eighty from 
Winona on the Central Railway, the latter 
being the nearest point on any railroad. Nurses 
and doctors were to have left this morning on 
the stcamboat Gold Dust, but the owners of the 
boat declined to send their craft away, and no 
more boats will leave St. Louis for the Lower 
Mississippi. The only way to reach Greenvilieis 
overland from Winona or from Memphis by way 
of a little boat said to be plying 
down the river from Memphis. There is great 
alarm among the Greenville people here that, 
owing to the isolated position of the town and 
its inaccessibility, the ravages of the fever will 
be inghtiul. Greenvilie is surrounded by 
bayous and lagoons, and the conditions are 
favorabie to the spread of the disease. Six 
hundred dollars was forwarded to Greenville to- 
day by telegraph.

The Clerk reported that the Committees on 
Hotels, Lumber. Lawyers, Brewers, Dry-Goods, 
Physicians, Hats and Caps, Railroads, Hides 
and Leather, Stationery, Newspapers, and Real- 
Estate and Loan Agents had not yet completed 
their reports, but were etill gathering subgcrip- 
tions.

The question of sending nurses arose again 
upon the application of L. J. Levin to be sent to 
New Orleans. He was indorsed by Mr. Black, 
of Dent & Black. The Committee thought that, 
if any purses were sent, it would only be upon 
the recommendation of a physician. So far the 
Committee has enly sent one nurse, it having 
advices from many Southern towns, especially 
New Orleans, that all the nurses necessary can 
be readily procured at $2 per day. The reports 
in the press stated that the nurses from the 
North were feeding the disease. It was re- 
ported that some of the railroads running South 
were copveving nurses of their own motion, and 
not upon the recommendation of the Commit- 
tee. such action was deprecated by some of 
the members, as it was considered as a waste of 
efforts, as well as feeding the disease, and kill- 
ing many of those sent down Soutn. 

The Committee agreed not tosend nurses un- 
less a special request was sent from the South. 

The Committee adjourned till to day.

REDUCING THE TEMPERATURE. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Caicaco, Sept. 3—Tbough you associate 
them together, there is nevertheless quite a 
difference between the artifical reduction of 
heat in the sick-room and the lowering ef the 
temperature of the bodies of the sick by hy- 
drotherapy. The one belongs to public hygiene. 
It is intended to be preventive, and is pew and 
experimentai. It rests upon the well-known 
fact that yellow fever is limited to certain aiti- 
tudinal and horizontal ranges, and that a tem- 
perature of at least 72 deg. is essential to its 
development. The other belongs to hospital 
and private practice, and has to do with individ- 
ual cases of disease already existing. Whatever 
the specific cause of this fever. be it germ or 
miasma, distinct and characteristic pathological 
conditions are always present, and wita 
these we have to deal. We do not 
nowadays hope to eliminate the poison, as is 
evident from the almost universal abandonment 
of blood-letting and salfivation. This was an 
old-fashioned idea to be identified with the the- 
ological idea of cxorcising evil spirits. Attempts 
are made, it is true, to neutralize the poison 
by carvoiates, sul pho-carbolates, and salicylates. 
Cold is used to reduce bodily temperature be- 
cause a high degree of bodily temperature is in- 
compatible with life. The nature of fever is in 
controversy. There are several theories. Some 
believe it to be increased oxvdation; others, 
that itis excessive calorification from specific 
disturbance of the sympathetic nervous system: 
still others, that 1 is the consequence of the 
action ol so-called pyrogenic substances upon 
the regulating nervous centres. But, whatever 
its nature, heat in excess is a constant 
phenomenon, and the danger to life is in exact 
ratio to the rise in temperature. Hence the 
philosophy of hydrotherapy, ice, cool air, aud 
cold drinks. 

The treatment is not new. In intelligent 
bands it is safe and powerful. It has been 
quite generaily adopted throughout Europe. 

t has not been as extensively used here. 
Foreign books and journals are full of it. It 
has the indorsement of Liebermeister, Immer- 
man, Ziemssen, Trousseau, Jurgeusen, and 
other eminent clinicists. The verdict is that 
mortality from feveris greatly reduced by the 
treatment. Dr. James I. TUCKER.

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A VOYAGE OF DEATH. 
FRIGHTFUL PICTURE PAINTED BY THE 
LAST OF THE JOHN PORTER'S CREW. 

Louisvilie Cowrier-Journal, Sept. 1. 

The report has been current for several days 
that Mr. Andy Armstrong, the mate of the 
death-stricken John Porter, was numbered 
among the dead at Gallipolis, O. The apopear- 
— e of Mr. Armstrong in Louisville Friday last, 
living and almost well, falsified even the proba- 
bility of such a fate. ‘The dispatch to the Cin- 
cinnati Commerce a, copied in yesterday’s Con- 
rier-Journa’, stating that when last scen Mr. 
Armstrong was going down the river in a skiff, 
unconscious and vomitlog the black yomit, is 
also a perversion of the tacts. 

After witnessing the death of the last man on 
board save himself on Saturday last, Mr. Arm- 
strong left the boat on Thursday following, and 
started for home. He was suffering with chills 
and fever when be left, but experienced no 
great dillicuity.in getting home. He arrived on 
the Short Line Friday evening. When he 
reached home he was very much fatigued, and 
laboring under great mental excitement. He 
sent at once for Dr. N. B. Anderson, who at- 
tended him a few minutes after his arrival. 
The 
formed him that he had noeymptoms of yellow- 
fever and assured him they were ouly those of 
a mild intermittent character. From the indi- 
cations, Dr. Anderson apprehended no danger 
of an attack of the dreaded disease. His diag- 
nosis and treatment were correct. Yesterday 
afternoon he was out of bed iu a cheerlul frame 
of mind, aud without fever of any kina. 

lo this condition he was found and inter- 
viewed by a reporter of the Courier-Journa! at 
his home on Rowan street, between Eleventh 
and ‘l welfth. 

In answer to the reporter’s first inquiries, 
Mr. Armstrong said the history of the Porter’s 
brief voyage was a story of horror that would 
lili three columnsin tne Courer-Journa’. Ue 
could not give all the details then, but said 
when be became a little stronger he would 
write it all down. Llis account of the death- 
trip is as follows: 

“On the 12th of August he tock the position 
of mate on the James D. Port >. which was 
lying in the canal when he went board. Ali 
tne sick oves of the erew, including che Capta.n 
and mate, had left the boat, wiule several well 
ones had deserted. (it wiil be remembered tuat 
sowe of these were aiterward found sick, and 
sent to the Nnitea States Marine Hospital.) 
So supply their places be employed cigut men 
at the icvee. Iwo ol these were from Louis- 
ville, one from Cairo. two frm St. Louis, two 
from Wuccling, Va., aud one from Mempbia. 
The names of the Louisville men were Tom 
Sullivan, irom Carter's alley, near the levee, 
and Gearge Bell, a short time before from the 
Frankfort Penitentiary. 

Waen the boat left the Louisville wharf the 
first eogineer was sick, and, beiore ber arrival 
at Cincinnati, it Was known that be had the 
yellow lever. At Cincinnati two physicians 
were sept aboard the Dont to attend it through 
its vovage. Doctors were never more needed, 
for that nicht thirteen of the crew were pros- 
trated with the disease. But, shocking to relate, 
one of the physicians and ap atlendant deserted 
their posts. 

Out of the thirteen sick men four of the 
number who shipped from Loui wille were 
down. These were Tom Sullivan, Joe Gaither, 
George Bell, and Frank Miller. 

When the boat reached the peint where it 
now lies, a short distance above Gallipolis, a 
guard of citizens armed with shotzuns gathered 
upon the bank to prevent any one from going 
ashore. Tue oller ofeupplies aud kindly at- 
tention from the citizens was accepted by the 
officers, and the boat was tied up to await the 
result. The thirteen first taken soon began to 
die, and one by one they dropped olf, until all 
were gone. There was no escape to the Ohio 
shore. About half the crew ventured upon 
the water at night, and either swam or went 
in boats to the Virginia shore. One of the 
number drowned in the attempt. Five otbers 
who reached the sbore alterwar ds died of the 
disease. 

Ihus the crew dwindled away until Saturday 
last, when the last victim died, leaving only the 
mate on board to attend him and perform the 
rites of burial. The people would not permit 
him to be buried on shore, and he was thrown 
into the river. 6 

Mr. Armstrong was then left alone, and not 
permitted to go ashore. ‘Thursday morning 
last, While continuing his lonely watch, he was 
seized with achill. He communicated the fact to 
his physician, and was allowed to go ashore. The 
people of Gallipolis made up a purse of $50 with 
which to start him home. His physician took 
him in his bugey to a point ten miles below 
Galtipolis. There he paid a man $10 to row bim 
in a skill down to Huntington. Here be took a 
steamer tor Cincinnati, and theace proceeded 
home. 

Dr. Anderson thinks he will be well of his 
preseut ailment in a day or two, and his appcar- 
ance certainly gives assurance that he has suf- 
fered nothing more than a mild attack of inter- 
mittent fever. 

Mr. Armstrong says he believes that the dis- 
ease, whatever it may be, is fearfully contagious. 
Two of the new men from Louisville had not 
been near the vellow-fever climate, and yet 
they were prostrated in forty-eight hours after 
going aboard the infected boat, and died four 
davs later. It may be, after all, that the“ best 
preventive of the disease is to keep away from 
It.“

Walkiug 100 
miles through the low prairies, the ‘skippers °’ 
finally got mto Houston. But such is the vig- 
ilauce of the Quarantine authorities of that city 
that, within halt an hour alter their arrival, 
they were arrested, and, after the burning of 
ther clothes, sent to the pest-house, tree 
miles west of the town. At the pest-house they 
were .orced to waah their bodies and sprinkie 
them with carbolic acid. They were also fami- 
gated, and will be kept in quarantine tue usual 
twenty days.

THE THAMES HORROR, 
ADDITIONAL PARTICULAKS. 

LonpDon, Sept. 4.—The steamer Princess Alice, 
which was run into and sunk, with such fright- 
ful results, last evening, by the steam collier 
Bywell Castle, was one of the largest saloon- 
steamers of the London Steamboat Company. 

THE COLLISION. 

The Princess Alice left Gravesend for London 
soon after 6 in the evening, and arrived within 
sight of the royal arsenal at Wooiwich at about 
8. The Bywell Castle was then approaching on 
an opposite evurse. The two steamers were 
near the middie of the stream, just off the City 
of Loudon gas-works, at Beckton, almost the 
precise spot where the. fatal collision 
occurred between the 
worth ten years ago. What happened is 
impossible to accurately detail. All that is 
known amid the maddening cxcitement is that 
the screw-steamer struck the Princess Alice on 
her port side, near the fore-sponsing. 

A SCBNE WHICH HAS HAD NWO PARALLEL 
on the river ensued. A very few persons clam- 
bered ou the other vessel, but nearly ali rushed 
to the after part ot the Princess Alive, as the 
bow subsided gradualiy under waters The 
shrieks were fearful, aud nothing could be done 
to save life. There were a dozen or more life- 
bouys on board, and some boats were swinging 
in the davits, but, even H they could have been 
got at they would have been of little service 
under the circumstances. 

WITHIN FIVE MINUTES 

the Princess Alice keeled completely over, and 
went down in the deep water. Some small 
boats hastened to the scene, and the Duke of 
Teck, another steamer belonging to the same 
Bompany, which was also on its passage up the 
river with a party of excursionists, went to the 
rescue, but the river fora hundred yards was 
full of drowning people screaming in anguish 
and praying for help. As it was growing dark 
then, not much could be done. 

It is believed that not more than 150 persons 
escaped, out of 800 aboard the vessel. 

THE STEAMER. 

The Princess Alice was a long and tow river 
steamer, built for excursions down the Thames, 
of which the middle and poorer classes of Lon- 
don were verv fond. She bad saloons on the 
forward and after decks, and her passenger- 
carrying capacity was very large. A large propor- 
tion of her passengers last evening were on the 
upper or saloon deck, and must have seen be- 
forehand their impending doom, but those in 
the stern of the steamer had no warving until 
they heard tife crash and found the passengers 
from the forward part of the vessel running to 
the after part. 


A MYSTERY. 

Beyond the fact that the tide was about two 
hours’ ebb, which would enable tie Princess 
Alice to ease and stop sooner than the screw 
steamer, which would be borne ou the tide, itis 
impossible to discover any of the circumstances 
immediacely preceding the coliision. Before 
the boats came in coliision there were crjes from 
one to the other to keep out of the way, but as 
usual in such cases the accident Was probably due 
to a misunderstanding. 

he THE PROBABLE CAUSE. 

The cause of the disaster is believed to be 
that both vessels were rounding a sharp bend ia 

he river caused by the orojection of a point of 
land whereon the powder magazine of the 
Woolwich Arsenal is situated. In order to 
turn this point the Prineess Alice had crossed 
over to the right bank ot the river, and was 
tnus out of her proper course. Her lights were 
probabviy obscured by the shadow of the powder 
magazine, and, being much smaller and lower 
than the Bywell Castile, the latter was upon 

her before the danger was perceived.

BaRanoo, Wis., Sept. 4.—The President 
at Beloit spoke for about fifteen minutes on the 
business affairs of the country. much inthe same 
spirit as characterized his brief remarks at Har- 
vard, elaborating the thoughts, and showing 
what had been sccomplished in the way of re- 
ducing the public debt and putting the financial 
affairs of the Government into a good business 
shape. He made a point on the great reduction 
in interest, and how, by taking up high- interest 
bonds and substituting low-interest-bearing 
bonds, the outlook fur the future was made 
bright. All that was now necessary was to 
maintain the credit they had established by 
prusuing the course of honesty, which he 
feit sure was the wish of every American. When 
the President alluded to acurrency of such 
value as to be interchangeable with coin, the 
audience checred heartily. At the conclusion 
ol bis remarks, 

GEN. WILLIAMS 
said that the President bad treated them to a 
surprise and made them an admirabie speech, 
replete with wislom and food for thought. II 
this was the result of his fatigue, he hoped the 
President would be so tired as to make such 
speeches at every railroad-station. 

Attorney-General Devins was then intro- 
duced, and spoke for about five minutes, chiefly 
about agricultural matters, during which he 
paid a tribute to the farmers’ wives. He 
alluded also to his acquaintance with 
Wisconsin soldiers during the War for 
the Union, saying that braver men or 
truer patriots never pore arms. He was very 
heartily cheered.

FILLEY. 


The Postmaster of St. Louis Taken Away 
from the Public Crib— Reasons Which 
Were Utilized in Justifying His Dis- 
missal. 

Specic! Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., Sept. 4.—A lively sensation 
was created here to-day by the news from 
Washington that Postmaster Chauncey I. Fil- 
ley had been removed by the President, and 
ex-State Treasurer Sam Havs appointed in his 
place. By reason of his long incumbency in 
that office, and the consequent facilities it gave 
him to manipulate the Republican patronage 
in Missouri, Filley has long exercised a potent 
political influence in the State. For several 
years he has held the Republican vote of St. 
Louis in his fingers, and was one of 
the most conspicuous leaders in the 
State. The KRepuhlican party here have 
been long divided on him, being known as 
the Filicy and anti-Filley factions, though here- 
tofore the Filley faction has dominated both in 
Federal and what local patronage was to be 
obtained. Consequently the decapitation of 
the puissant Postmaster is the cause of great 
rejoiciug on the part of the hostile faction. It 
has all along been admitted that Mr. Filley’s 
practices were in bold and defiant violation of 
the President’s civil-service order, and Presi- 
dent Hayes has been incessantly importuned to 
remove him. Delegation after delegation has 
visited Washington both against and for 
Filley, but heretofore the President seemed im- 
movable, and for a long time Filley has seemed 
proof against the assaults made onhim. Even 
the most sanguine of his evemies had become 
disgusted at the President’s apathy, and had 
given up hope that they would wear the Post- 
maater’siscalp at their belts. The reasons of Mr.

First Day of the Firemen's Con- 
test at Dexter Park. 


The Hose-Companies Give Some Fine 
Specimens of Their Work. 


Report of the Committee-—Companies 
Barred Out---The State Asso- 
ciation. 


The National Firemen's Tournament, which is 
to continue four days, was begun at Dexter 
Park yesterday under the most favorable au- 
spices, so far as weather and attendance were 
concerned, there being not less than 10,000 per- 
sous on the grounds during the greater portion 
of the day. It was originally intendea that 
yesterday's programme shouldinclude hose-cart 
racing and competition between bands, but the 
former part only was carried out, 
the Ypsilanti hand being the only 
one to play the Jolly Robber’s March,“ which 
was the piece for the day. Theother bands can 
play that to-day if they choose, and also the 
selections from *‘ Ernapi”’ which are regularly 
on the programme, and it will be counted the 
same as if they bad been on hand when they 
should have been. 

THE GREAT TROUBLE YESTERDAY 
was want of management. There was no pro- 
crammes on ground giving the 
distance to run by the hose- 
companies, or stating the selection that 
the bands were to play. The judges 
were badly “rattled “ at the start, and did not 
recover their equanimity until several bad 
biunders had been made. When the sport 
finality closed, the best average time for two 
heats, 624% seconds, had been made by the 
Barnes Llose Company, of Burlington, Vt., al- 
though in sinete trials this average was eclipsed 
by the Joe Bates Company, of Denver, which 
ran the 300 yards in exactly ove minute. 
The undecided trial between the Bates 
and Wide-Awake Companies is to be 
run off this morning at 10 o’clock sharp. 
A vrotest against the Bates machine, and the 
Deltas for starting before the signal was given, 
and thereby gaining two seconds, Was entered 
with the judges. The result of the runniug is 
given inthe table below. As there are two 
Alert Companigs, it may be said that the first 
one in the table hails from Quincy, Mich., and 
the other from Big Rapids. The race was open 
to all, each cart to weigh not less than 500 
pounds; each company to run 300 yards to a 
hydrant, make connections, and reel 
vif 300 feet of hose, the com- 
pany making the best average time in 
two tests to be entitled to the National Cham- 
pion Belt aud a two-wheeled hose-carriage, 
nickel-plated. In addition to this, the winning 
company will receivea National cash prize of 
$500 and a State prize of $200 and the chamviou- 
ship belt. The second Nauonal prize was $300, 
to which the Silsby Manulacturing Company 
added a two-wheeled. nickel-plated hose-cart. 
Mesers. Brigham & Co., of Worcester, Mass. 
donated a fire-belt, and the State cash second 
prize was $100. The third National prize was 
$150, and the State 875. In addition to these 
third prizes, the Nationa’ J’iremen’s Journal 
donated a nickel-plated plav-pipe.

The system of making the contests was to run 
the companies in pairs, thus disposing of the 
matter as rapidly as possible. When the time 
for starting arrived it was learned that of the 
entries the Alerts, Litchfields, Wide-Awakes, 
Janesvilles, Shakerays, Crawiords, Stewarts, 
Mazeppas, and Sycamores were not on the 
grouad. 

THE FIRST RaCE 

was between the Wide-Awakes, of La Porte, 
and J. E. Bates, of Denver, the start being made 
on the homestretch of the track, 300 yards from 
the wire. Both these companies were crack 
ones, and that from Denver was accompanied 
by a large delegation from that city, who freely 
backed their men at odds against the ficld in 
the pool-seliling Tuesday nicht. The Denver 
company was the first to appearon the track, 
and went quietly to the starting point. When 
the La Porte men appeared they were received 

with cheers, being welt known to the audience, 
and having made the best time on record for the 
distauce—1:06%. The hydrant was situ- 
ated 300 teet south of the judges’ 
stand, aud, after racing to this point, 
the companies were expected to reel 
off 300 feet of hose, thus finishing their labors 
directly under the eves of the judges. Ihe start 
was delayed from various causes until alter 12 
o'clock. At about that hour, alter the La Porte 
and Denver companies had been waiting at the 
starting-point for a long time, a false start was. 
for some unaccountable reason, wade, and the 
men came tearing down to tbe hydrant, the 
Denver company winning easily in 1026. —the 
best time on record, aithough it was not a 
trial. 

The Rescue, of Decatur, and Tom Dean, of 
Charleston, III., then ran their first trial, the 
Rescue winning after a hard struggle in 1 :09%. 
After this trial had been run it was decided to 
make no announcement of time or results until 
ail the racing was over, and the matter had been 
passed upon by the Executive Committce.

Greenbacks at the New York Stock Ex- 
change yesterday closed at 900g. 


A Canada woman has just finished an 
alleged continuous fast of forty days and 
nights. ‘There would be something really 
remarkable about it if she had gone without 
talkung for a fortieth of that time. 


President Hayes concluded his too short 
sojourn in Chicago yesterday morning, and 
departed on his journey ‘o St. Paul and the 
far Northwest, eccompanied by his own 
party and a number of ladies and gentlemen 
of this city. The dispatches tell of the 
enthusiasm manifested by the people along 
the line of travel through Wisconsin at the 
privilege of secing a regular live President. 


Omgha has suffered a heavy loss in the 
destruction of the Grand Hotel, an elegant 
and capacious hostelry which was a credit to 
the city. Its original cost was $300,000, but 
had undergone repairs at an expense of 
$12,000, besides receiving about $30,000 
worth of new furniture. The building is 
total loss, the failure of the water supply 
having cut off all means of fighting the 
flames. 


The National Firemen’s Tournament was 
successfully inaugurated yesterday, and the 
attendance of at least 10,000 people testifies 
to the interest felt by people in general in 
the contests of speed and skill between the 
lads who fight fire. The programme 
been judiciously arranged so as to introduce 
features of interest each day, and there is 
every prospect that the remaining contests 
will attract their due proportion of attention. 


— — 


The case of Greenville, Miss., a town of 
1,800 inhabitants, is even more desperate 
than that of Grenada. It is practically cut 
off from human help, owing to the total sus- 
pension of steamboat taffic on the Lower 
Mississippi, and to its location eighty miles 
from any line of railway. As many of its 
people as could get away have done so, but 
the remaining 500 are land-locked and water- 
locked, and seemingly have nothing to do 
but to stay and die. 


The Republicans of Minnesota have always 
won on a platform of practical common- 
sense, and they will try it again this year 
with the usual result. They declare for the 
only kind of money that is fair for the 
farmer and the laboring-man, viz.: coin or 
paper currency of equal purchasing power. 
All the present State officers whose terms 
are about to expire—Judge and Clerk of the 
Supreme Court and State Anditor—have been 
renominated and will be re-elected.

The Inter-State Industrial Exposition of 
Chicago was last evening thrown open to 
the public for the sixth consecutive year, 
with every promise of equaling its prede- 
cessors in attractivenessand success. Indeed, 
the succéss of the annual Exposition is no 
longer open to question; it is a settled cer- 
tainty, such are the advantages it offers to 
exhibitors and the interest it affords to 
visitors. The art display is pronounced 
unusually fine this year, while the showing 
of machinery, manufactured products, and 
numerous industries in active operation 
within the spacious building is extremely 
creditable to Chicago and the Northwest. 


With a total of 150 deaths during twenty- 
four hours in Memphis, the question, what 
to do with the corpses, is becoming a serious 
one. This rate of mortality has taxed the 
‘undertaking and burial facilities of the city 
beyond their greatest capacity, and the 
necessity is now recognized for a more sveedy 
disposition of the bodies of the dead than is 
possible under the customary system of in- 
terments. The situation is such as to de- 
mand decisive action. Consideration for the 
living must outweigh consideration for the 
dead, and there should be no hesitation in 
having recourse to the only process that will 

_ promptly remove the added danger of a city 
full of corpses rotting above-ground—the 
process of cremation. Should the present 
rate of mortality continue, purification by 
fire will become an imperative necessity. 
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law. This would apply only to 9200, - 
000,000 in any case; but the revision 
of the law was not made till-seven years 
after the maturity of the 7-30 notes, and after 
they had all ‘been retired except a few thou- 
sands. Even if we accept as a fact that the

| than $100,000, instead of $800,000,000, that, 


under any construction of the law, were 
ever legal-tender. This comparatively small 
sum did not become legal-tender, if at all, 
till 1874, so that the most that can be alleged 
is that the currency has been contracted less 
than $100,000 as far as 7-30s are concerned. 
To start with eight hundred millions of con- 
traction and come down to one hundred 
thousand is a rather small hole for the /nter- 
Ocean and the Fiatists to crawl out of in 
order to escape. It would have beep wiser 
and more dignified simply to acknowledge 
that they had made a mistake. We pre- 
sume, however, that it was not a mistake, 
but a deliberate misrepresentation, which 
was made the most of till it was exposed, 
and is now clung to, as far as possible, with 
the purpose of still deceiving those who do 
not investigate. The fact is that the cur- 
rency was never inflated by the issue of 7-308, 
and hence never contracted by their retire- 
ment, because they were never Jegal-tender 
during their life, but were bonds, drawing 
semi-annual interest. 


MORE OF MR. THURMAN’S ERRORS. 
Mr. Tnunuax has been delivering another 
speech in Ohio, in which he undertook to re- 
view the criticisms that have been made 
upon his approval of the Ohio idee.” 
There was one point which he did not at- 
tempt to explain, and did not even refer to, 
viz.: how it comes that he, who denounced 
the greenbacks as unconstitutional when 
they were issued for the purpose of main- 
taming the Union armies, now favors their 
issue even in excess of the amount then put 
out under the stern necessity of war. Per- 
haps he passed over this phase of the mat- 
ter because there was no explanation for it 
except in the confession that he had aban- 
doned his convictions in order to render him- 
self available as Democratic candidate for 
President. For the rest, he was content to 
wallow in the mire. We have not the space 
to print his speech, but will make a few ex- 
tracts, in order to show how lamentably he 
failed to justify his present attitude on the 
currency question. 

One of the objections he urged against 
the National Banks in his Hamilton speech 
was that they enjoy special privileges that 
annually put millions of dollars in the 
pockets of the shareholders, and take mill- 
ions of dollars out of the pockets of the 
people. To this the answer was made that, 
as long as the Government is in debt, it is 
the same thing to the people whether the 
bonds are held by corporations in the bank- 
ing business or by individuals who constitute 
those corporations. But now Mr. THurmMAN 
says he was not referring to the bonds 
owned by the banks as security for their 
circulation, and adds: 


If there was nota bond of the Government in 
existence, if those banks had to deposit no bonds 
whatsoever, whatI have just told you woulg@ be 
true.—that, upon that $300, 000. 000 of their own 


indebtedness which they loan, they draw not less 
than $21, 000, 000 annually by way of interest, and 
that is taken out of the pockets of the people. 


The inference which Mr. Taurman sought 


to convey by this remark was that the people 
would save $21,000,000 of interest they now 
pay on bank loans, if greenbacks were sub- 


stituted for National-Bank notes. We would 
very mach like to know how this delightful 
condition of things could be brought about. 
Of course, the Government would draw no 
interest on greenbacks thas issued, but the 
people who borrow of banks would not es- 
cape interest on that account. The new 
greenbacks would not be issued to those who 
want to borrow. They would be exchanged 
for bonds, and would find their way into the 
banks and financial corporations, which 
would loan them to borrowers just as green- 
backs are now loaned. If the banks get 
from the people $21,000,000 on their loan- 
able funds in bank-notes, then they would 
exact the same sum on the same amount of 
loans in greenbacks; so it is folly to main- 
tain that the people would save any money 
in this way, and Mr. Tuursman must have 
felt that he was endeavoring to deceive his 
audience when he intimated anything of the 
kind. Another effort at deception will be 
found in his remarks about the loss of taxa- 
tion. He said: 

But now, while lam speaking of this sudject of 
taxation, allow me to correct an error into which 
several gentiemen who have done me the honor to 
reply to my Hamilton speech have failen. They 
say Judge THURMAN ought not to say the banks 
pay three millions of taxes. They pay a great deal 
more than that. They pay six or seven millions to 
the Federal Government, and then they pay to the 
State Governments so much State taxes on their 
capital. Gentlemen, I was not a bit mistaken 
about it. The question we are concidering is the 
cost of their circulation, and it is not right to give 
them credit for taxes paid, except taxes on their 
circulation, because all the other taxes they pa 
they would have to pay anyhow, whether they ha 
circulation or not. or instance, there are taxes 
on their deposits, and they would have to pay 
those if they had not a single bank-note out, 
just as every private bank has to pay taxes on its 
deposits. So there is no justice at all in saying 
that [ought to have mentioned the whole taxes 
they pay. The taxes which they pay on their cap- 
ital and on their deposits is nothing more than 


every private bank pays, and which they would 
have to pay whether they have notes out or not. 


This is a deliberate concealment of the 
fact that the retirement of $320,000,000 re- 
duces taxable property to that extent,—not 
merely so faras the tax on circulation is con- 
cerned, but in manifold other ways. The 
substitution of greenbacks will not supply 
this deficiency so far as taxes are concerned. 
The bank-notes are taxable; the greenbacks 
are not. While the bank-notes are outstand- 
ing, the States may and do tax them in vari- 
ous ways, but the States could not tax green- 
backs issued in place of the notes. We do 
not state this as an argument why bank- 
notes should not be retired, but as a fact 
whieh Mr. Tourman perverted in his effort 
to show that they ought to be retired.

by State or private banks. ‘This security in- 
sures a stable and uniform value of the bank- 
notes corresponding with the standard of 
value established by the Government itself. 
Whenever the greenbacks are at par with 
coin, the bank-notes will be likewise at par 
with eoin, because the latter are redeemable 
in greenbacks, and their redemption is as- 
sured beyond any risk. : 

Mr. Tuurman was sorely puzzled to answer 
the legal objections to his proposition to gub- 
stitute greenbacks for National-Bank notes. 
He says nobody will deny the right of Con- 
gress to order the retirement of the bank- 
notes, and the substitution of Treasury-notes 
not legal-tender. That is rue, but such was 
not his proposition. The Ohio platform de- 
mands the substitution of “gal-tender green- 
backs, and this is what he has distinctly 
approved. He also says that, if the Consti- 
tution forbids the issue of legal-tender notes, 
the Constitution may be changed. That is 
also true, and, if he and his party should put 
the issue in this way and strive to amend 
the Constitution in order to provide for the 
issue of-legal-tender notes at the discretion 
of Congress, it would be a different thing 
from a proposition to make a forced loan iu 
defiance of the Constitution. This “ hedg- 
ing would indicate that Mr. Tuvaman feels 
that he has been caught, but nevertheless he 
endeavors to face it out,—always with that 
Presidential nomination in his mind’s eye. 
So he says that there is a decision of the Su- 
preme Court that greenbacks may constilu- 
tionally be made a legal-tender.” This is a 
misstatement of the case. The decision was 
that the issue of greeubacks as legal-tender 
was Valid only as a war-measure,—that is, an 
extra-Constitutional proceeding ; hence they 
cannot be increased beyond the War-limit of 
$400,000, 000, in time of profound peace, when 
the conditions do not exist which alone 
gave them their validity. Mr. ‘THunMaN says 
he thinks this is a misconstruction of the 
decision, but he did not take the time to 
make good his assertion. As this is the 
most important question in the whole con- 
troversy, he should not pass over it so lightly. 
The Democratic lawyers in Congress accept- 
ed this construction of the Supreme Court's 
decision, for they provided in their bill for 
the issue of non-legal-tender 7reasury notes, 
and not greenbacks, as a substitute for the 
bank-notes. 

We will only note one more feature of Mr. 
Tuunuax's speech, and this with the purpose 
of showing how utterly he has been demor- 
alized by his Presidential ambition. He 
SAYS : 

s it not right and propertnat that kind of money, 
whatever it is, with which people do their ousiness, 
which they borrow, and in which they make their 
contracts, should be good enough money to pay their 
debts when they become due’ Is it not right that 
money in which people are compellea from neces- 
sity to do their büsmess, which they re- 
ceive for their produce, which they receive when 
they make loans, which they receive when they 
sell property of any kind or deecription, —is it not 
right that the money in which they are thus com- 
pelled to do their vusimess should also be good 
enough to pay their debts? Is it right that | should 
loan you $1,000 in paper money, and then when 
the time comes around to pay. although the paper 
money is just as good then as it was when I loaned 
it to you, for me to say to you. No, sir; | won't 
take this at all“ Now, is that right? Why, tmy 
friends, there is no justice in it whatever; aud 
mark it, Lam not speaking against hard money, 
not the least bit in the world; bat I say that 
that kind of money, whatever it is, which, 
under the law, circulates in a country, 
and is the money which she people receive 
in all their transactions, ta ‘hich a man receives 
when he borrows money, en he sells a house, or 

; merchandise, —that 


compelled to receive from 
has to sell or for his labor. 


There Could scarcely be a more distinct 
avowal of the doctrine of repudiation. It is 
the standing argument of those who believe 
that the United States bonds ought to be 
paid in greenbacks. It amounts to a declara- 
tion that the holders of an interest-bearing 
evidence of indebtedness may be paid in full 
by non-interest-bearing evidences of indebt- 
edness. There is no other conclusion from 
the proposition which Mr. Taurman makes. 
It may be easily answered in a business way. 
Checks, drafts, and even notes, circulate in 
business transactions, because they are evi- 
dences of debt which provide for redemption 
in money; but Mr. Tuurman’s theory would 
provide that a check, draft, or note once 
issued should always be available for the 
discharge of debts. He wants the Govern- 
ment toissue more notes, repeal the pledge 
of redemption, and then pay all debts with 
irredeemable paper bearing no interest. 
Verily, Mr. Tuurmayn is distancing EWYWNO 
and VoorHEEs on their own ground. 


THE SEPTEMBER ELECTIONS. 

The first guns of the fall campaign were, 
fired in Arkansas and Vermont on Tuesday 
last. That the one State would go Demo- 
cratic and the other Republican was a fore- 
gone conclusion. Inthe former State there 
was no Republican ticket in the field ; in the 
latter the Republican margin of majority is 
too heavy to be overcome. 

Arkansas elected State officers and a Legis- 
lature, which will choose a United States 
Senator to succeed the present incumbent, 
Senator Dorsey, the Congressmen not being 
chosen until November, As there were no 
Republican candidates in the field, the con- 
test was between the Democrats and Na- 
tional Greenbackers, the former's ticket 
being headed by WI HA R. Miuier, the 
present incumbent, for Governor, who is 
elected, and the latter by W. P. Guace. In 
the present Legislature the Democrats have 
$6 majority on joint ballot, which will prob- 
ably be increased. In the forthcoming Con- 
gressional election it is more than probable 
that the entire Democratic’ ticket will 
be elected. The majorities for the 
Forty-fifth Congress were as follows: 
First, 15,437 Democratic; Second, 1,407 
Democratic; Third, 8,277 Democratic; 
Since that time 
the shot-gun policy has been introduced with 
such excellent success that every vestige of 
Republicanism has been wiped out. How 
well it has been done is shown by the result 
in Phillips County, where the Mississippi 
plan was carried out to the last detail. On 
Tuesday it gave 2,000 Democratic majority, 
though it has never before given less than 
2,000 Republican, there being 1,000 Demo- 
cratic voters in the county and 3,000 Repub- 
lican. Under the operation of the shot-gun 
itis easy enough for 1,000 Bourbons to cast 
more votes than 3,000 Republicans. The 
Democratic nominations for Congress are all 
made except in the Third District, and are as 
follows: First. Pornpexter Dunx; Second, 
W. F. Stemoss ; Fourth, T. M. Goxrrer,—the 
last two, being renominations. It is not 
likely they will have any opposition except 
from the Greenbackers, and this will be fee- 
ble, as the Democratic platform in that State 
is so far ip favor of Fiat as to keep the 
Greenback Demcrats in the ranks. 

Ib Vermont, it begins to look as if the 
<@feenback ticket had made itself felt. On 
Tuesday last the people of that Stats elected 
their Governor, Lieutenant-Governor, Treas- 
urer, members of the Legislature,—who will

Dickey, Democratic. In the Third District, 
the fight was atriangular one. The candidates 
were WILLIAM W. Gaovr. Republican: Gronor 
L. Waterman, Demoerat; and Brapiey Ban- 
Low, Greenback. The latter was a candi- 
date for the Republican nomination, but, 
failing to receive it on account of his bad 
record a3 a mail-contractor and Washington 
lobbyist, bolted, and ran as a Greenback 
candidate. It is probable he has polled 
sufficient votes to make another election 
necessary, as a majority over all is required 
on the first election. The successful State 
ticket is as follows: Governor, RepFrieip 
Procror; Lieutenant-Governor, Ensen P. 
Cotton; Treasurer, Joun A. Pace. 

It will be observed that there is no real 
test of the Greenback strength in either Ar- 
kansas or Vermont, but in the main election, 
next Tuesday, we may expect a very interest- 
ing result from this point of view, as the 
Greenbackers have nominated their strongest 
men in all five of the districts, fusing with 
the Democrats in the Fourth. The tickets 
will be as follows:

NATIONAL-BANK NOTES. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Caicaco, Sept. . — Lou refer, in an editorial in 
Wednesday's issue, to a specch of mine at Hinkley, 
III., in which I said thatthe National banks make a 
profit of 1 per cent per anuum by the destruction 
of their bills by fire, ete.; and you pronounce this 
statement probably honest on my part, but evi- 
dence of my ignorance. You then assert that 
** All the profit from the destruction of bank-notes 
accrucs tO the Goverument. In this you are no 
doubt honest, but quite as mistaken as you 
were in asseriing that the 7-30 bonds were not 
iegul-tender, aud were not used asa burt of the 
circulating medium. 

in the original Bank act there was a section 
whica purported to settle the question whether the 
bunks or the Government should have the profit of 
the wastage of the bank-notes by destruction. This 
section which 1 have not now before me, but 
which 7 well remember, was very obscure. - no 
doubt intentionally so,—but, when carefully 
studied, it became apparent that the banks would 
get the oeneflt of the wastage, under its proper 
construction. 

by an amendment this section was repealed, and 
is not now a part of the act, and there is nota 
word directly on the subject to be found in the law 
as it now stands. Itis provided, however, in the 
law. that. Whenever a bank shall wind up, it sball 
redeem in lawful money its outstanding circu- 
lation. If notes have beet destroyed, they are not 
** outstanding,’ and will not have to be redeemed. 

There are two ways of determining the fact of 
destruction: 1, by direct proof, 2, by presump- 
thon of law after lapse of time. If it ie known 
that $10, 000 worth of notes have deen destroyed 
by tire, it can be shown by direct proof. But, in 
the ordinary course of business, destraction of 
bank-notes can only be presumed after due notice 
and faiiure to produce them for redemption. 

The fact that a certain quantity of notes had 
been destroyed appearing either by proof or pre- 
sumption of law, they are not outstanding, and 
the bank that iseued them would not, under the 
law, be required to redeem them, because they do 
not exist; and, consequently, the banks. and not 
the Government, would get the profit of their loss. 
The Bank law was made by the bankers for the 
bankers, and it would be straoge if it should not 
provide that the banks should have the benef of 
wastage, which, in twenty-five yeara, would be 
equal to one-quarter of the circulation. 

You say also. in tae same editorial. that We 
have not heard the proposition to tax green backs. *’ 
Tais is very strange. I advocated tne taxing of 

reenvacks in my speech at ilinkley to which you 
Ferer. and it is a material part of our proposition 
to retire the bank-bilis and to substitute yreen- 
backs for them. 

All Greenbackers favor the taxation of green- 
backs. lam not acquainted with a Greenbacker 
who does not. 8 

I trust you will either make your statements, 
above quoted, good, or frankly admit your mis- 
takes, that your readers may have the truth.

The law 
expressly provides that the banks shall deposit 
$100 in bonds for every $80 of bank-notes issued 
to them. These bonds cannot be withdrawn 
except by the surrender of the bank-notes, or a 
deposit of greenbacks equal to the unredeemed 
bank-notes. As long as a bank-note is unre- 
deemed and not returned tothe Treasury, the 
Government retains either bonds or greenbacks 
to redeem such note when presented. That is 
the law, and no National bank has ever been 


allowed to withdraw its bonds without comp!y- 


ing with that law. ‘Ibe Government protects 
the bill-holder even after the bank has gone out 
of existence.

P. Whitcomb, of Rochester, present incumbent, 
97; M. L. Flower, formerly State’ Adjutant- 
General, 54; E. W. Trask, of Houston County, 
48; seattering, 7. On formal ballot, Mr. Whit- 
comb received 107; Flower, 48; Trask, 45. Mr. 
Whitcomb’s nomination was unanimous.

Sr. Paul, Minn., Sept. 4.— Following is the 
platform unanimously adopted by the Repub- 
lican State Convention this alternoon:

its existence possible, and to its solders and sail 
ore, whose arms preserved it. It has, by a ja- 
dicious system of Government aid to the great sys- 
tem of public improvements, made ready for settie- 
ment areas which eigbtcen years avo were beyond 
the frontier, bat wPich age now great and prosper- 
ous States, thereby furnishing laud to the landicss 
and homes to the homeless, not in a wilderness, 
but in the midst of civilization and refinement, 
which, under that system, accompanied settie- 
meuts instead of lagging behind thea. it has, in 
all tae States, protected the rights of every citi- 
zen, boch the black man and the white, and 
has, after many years of effort adainst the obsta- 
cles of inveterate prejudice, sectiona: hate, and 
bitter opposition by the Democratic party, con- 
summated and restored a Union resting upon the 
acquiescence and free will of a reconciled people, 
and no longer enforced by the sword. It has been 
cemonagrated by legislation and iu tne courts that 
the constitational right inherent in the Covern 
ment to protect the people against wonopulics 

grown powerfal. arbitrasy, and rapacious, 

As a declaration of priuciples, the Republicans 
of the state of Minnesuta in Convention assembled 
resolved, 

First—Thatin the efforts to restore harmony 
at the South, in administering the various Kxecu- 
tive Departments so taat ‘bo taint of. corruption 
rests upon them, in emaucipatiug the primary 
councils ofthe people from the domination of 
officeholders, in its redempuonof the piedges of 
Civil-Service reform, and in its financial measures 
and policy, the Administration of President Hayes 
merits the coniidence and hearty co-operation of 
the people, and we feel no disposition to censure 
tnat Administration for embdarrassinenis caused by 
iiciients and collateral difticulties which are neces- 
sarily inherent in the situation. 

Secund—We believe that the faith of the nation 
is piedged to pay its dedts in coin.

We warn the people against the doctrine of 
an unlimited and irredeemable paper currency is- 
sued by the United States as a precarious delusion, 
because it is un constitutional ander the decisions 
of the Supreme Courtof the United States; because 
it will unsettle and oetray the resources of the 
country imte demoralizing speculation; because it 
wiil Lear wita disastrous force upoa the iadoring 
man by putting into operation the well-known law 
that under such a currency the prices of the 
necessaries of life rise ficst, wulle che wages of labor 
rise last, and then never to an equality of purcias- 
ing power; because under such à policy tne price 
of avricultural products is fixed by the gold price 
of the foreign markets, by which the farmer sells at 
a gold standard, but is compelled to pay currency 
prices for all he buys; because such a policy is 
practical confiscation, and is the ally of Comma- 
nism, is dishonest, aud bas brought disaster to all 
nations who have persisted in it. 

/hird—We demand yvreater economy in State ex- 
penses, and particularly those in¢ident to the char- 
itable institutions, aud, if necessary, such lezisia- 
tion as will cause to Cease ail combinations by 
which inordinate sums are soaght to be secured for 
those purposes, 

Fourth—We condemn as revolutionary the cffort 
beirg made by the De:aocratic varty to usurp the 
Presidency against the vote of the peopie and 
against the decision of the tribunal by which all 
electoral questions in that behalf have been cefi- 
nitely settied. 

Nite declare it to be the sense of this varty 
that the Democratic party, under a false pretense 
of economy andrefurm, has unaecessurily luipatred 
the etliciency of the army.

10. That it is the duty of this State, in the protec - 
tion of society against convicted criminals, and ver- 
forming its duty in teaching them useful vocations 
and fitting them for future usefulness, to provide 
for the protection of mechanical labor against the 
damaging competition involved in the present 
system for the employment of couviet labor, and 
to provide that the protit from such labor shall in- 
ure to the State, and not to incorporations or asso- 
ciations. 

11. That, asa measure imperatively essential tothe 
protection of the agricultural and commercial in- 
terests of the State, the Legislature should. at its 
next session, enacts law regulating the rates of 
charges for transportation and travel on all rail- 
roade within this State. 

12. That for the purpose of developing the agri- 
cultural interests of the West, and insuring to the 
producer the first reward of his industry, we are in 
favor of all measures for the improvement of our 
Western rivers.

INTERNAL REVENUE. 
A MOST REMARKABLE RECORD. 
Svectal Dispatch io The Tribune. 

WAs Noro, D. C., Sept. 4.—Commissioner 
Raum has prepared a statement of the col- 
lection of internal revenue for the last fiscal 
year, including two years of Raum's adminis- 
tration of the Bureau. The astonishing resuit 
is shown that $223.712,022 of tax have 
been collected practically without loss 
to the Government of one cent. The 
only apparent loss is that of $11,000 in three 
districts. The sureties in every case are good, 
and within a few months the Government will 
be retmbursed every dollar ol this 
sum. it is probable that the coilec- 
tion of a sum of similar magnitude has 
never been made by a Government or 
commercia! organization without the loss of 
a dollar. Each of the defaulting Collectors in 
the districts where $11,000 were lost have been 
removed from ohe. Commissioner Raum 
claims that these figures show for themselves, 
and give assurance that public funds derived 
from internal-revenue taxation are received 
and accounted for by honest and faithful of- 
ticers.

ANOTHER LETTER FROM SECRETARY SHERMAN. 

To the Western Associated Press. 

WasuHinoTon, D. C., Sept. 4.—Secretary Sher- 
man has addressed a long avd interesting letter 
to O. H. Booth, of Mansfield, O., concerning 
the issue of the trade-dollar and the present 
depreciation in its value. Upon the latter point 
Secretary Sherman says: At no time and on no 
account have they ever been received or paid 
out by the Treasury, and it is cause of regret 
that so manyof our people should have accepted 
them at their face value, thus enabling their 
owners to put them iuto circulatien at consid- 
erable profit. Under date of July 25, 1878, the 
Director of the Mint published tables from 
which the value of coins cau be ascer- 
tained. He does not advise any 
one to dispose of them at such rates. As early 
as Aug. 24, 1876, the Department informed an 
inquirer that the trade-dollar had only bullion 
value, and this information has been repeated 
scores Of times,and published by the press 
throughont the country. To avoid the bor of 
preparing maouscript letters, the Director ol 
the Mint embodied the information ip a circu- 
lar, adding thereto tables for the computation 
of such value. There was vo new decision in- 
volved in the circular, though possibly its pub- 
lication may have hastened tne depreciation of 
the coins to their true value,—an event which 
was mevitable, and couid not have been much 
lounger delayed. 
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CORN SUGAR. 
EXPERIMENTS Or PROF. COLLIER. 
Special Dienten to The Tribune. 

Wasninoton, D. C., Sept. 4.—Prof. Colfer, 
chemistel the Agricultural Department, is en- 
gaged in some very important experiments, the 
purpose of which is to demonstrate the practi- 
cability of making sugar from sorghum and 
from common corn-stalks. Notwithstanding it 
has been asserted in some quarters that, as a 
result of these experiments, it has been shown 
that the United States can make its own sugar 
from Indian corn. Prof. Coilier said to-day 
that all experiments thus far are merely tenta- 
tive. The only fact proved is that sugar can be 
made from Indian corn and sorghum. 
Whether any process can be devised 80 
that it can be made cheap evough for 
practical use is a question yet undetermined. 
Prof. Cellier hopes to know within two weeks. 
‘The experiments thus far have been very crude, 
the Department not being provided eveu with 
any rollers for extracting the juice, and being 
compelled to cut the stalks in an ordinary hay- 
cutter, and to extract the juice by pounding the 
cut stalks in a mortar. It is demonstrated, 
however, that Indian corn contains trom 8 to 10 
per cent of its own weight in juice, while the 
percentage of that juice that can be made into 
sugar cannot be determined until more 
perfect machinery has been obtained, 
which will be this week. The chief point of the 
process lies in clarifying the sugar, so that it 
will crystallize. That this can done is proved by 
the samples of excellent brown sugar whic tue 
chemist has obtained. Prof. Collier says in two 
weeks he will know ten times more about the 
subject than he now does, and that at present 
he can only express his coufidence that be can 
show that sugar can be successfullv and prouta- 
bly made from Indian corn aud sorgbum.

FORTY-FIRST PARALLEL. 

Articles of association of the Forty-first 
Parallel Railroad were filed at the office of the 
Secretary of State of Indiana afew days ago.

AT OMAHA.

Ou. Neb., Sept. 4.—The Grand Central 
Hotel, a five-story brick building, mysteriously 
took fire in the fifth story this evening shortly 
before 7 o’clock. It is now burning, and will 
be destroyed before morning, with other build- 
ings, as the water has given out. The building 
was 132 feet square, cost $300,000, was opened 
in 1873, and closed recently for repairs, having 
been sold under foreclosure of a mortgage. it 
was to have been reopened Sept. 15, newly fur- 
nished in elegant style throughout by the new 
lessees, Kitchen Bros., of Leavenworth. The in- 
surance is $100,000. The Herald office is being 
vacated. Telegraph-polesare burning. During 
the fire, Al Hartry, a fireman, was suffocated 


and killed. 


Later.—The fire in the Grand Central is still 
progressing at this hour (10 o’clock), with no 
hopes of extinguishing it. The fire is said to 
have originated through the carelessness of 
plumbers. The hotel was the largest and hand- 
somest hotel in Omaha. It was being repaired 
at a cost of $12,000 or $15,000, and was being 
furnished in a costly style by Kitenen Bros., of 
Leavenworth, the new lessees, and was expected 
to be opened about the middle of the month. 
It was regarded as the finest hotel building in 
the West. The fire will not probably burn out 
before morning, and adjoining buildings, which 
have already been vacated, may also be de- 
stroyed. The destruction of the hotel is re- 
garded as about the worst blow Omaha could 
have received at this time.

The Union Pacific engine Durant 
and the Council Bluffs engive have reinforced 
the Department, making five engines in all, but 
the great difficulty is a lack of water. The fire, 
however, will now be confined to the hotel, un- 
less wind springs up. It is a siow fire, but 
seems to be making sure progress. It will un- 
doubtedly prove a total loss. The fire will last 
till morning, at least. The hotel was owned by 
John Creighton, Herman Kountze, H. W. Yates, 
and A. J. Popvieton, all of Omaba; 
Augustus Kountze, of | New York; 
and Thomas Wardell, of Alabama. Some 
weeks ago it was sold by foreclosure to satisfy 
mortgage bonds of $100,000 and interest held 
by the above gentlemen, who were holders of 
the bonds, they having advanced money to com- 
plete the hotel, the Joan having been negotiated 
by the late Edward Creighton. The hotel was 
bought at a foreclosure sale for $120,000 by A u- 
gustus Kountze for himself and the above- 
named parties. The hotel was bullt at a cost of 
$300,000, and was undoubtedly the finest and 
largest hotel structure in the Weet outside of 
Chicago. It was being repaired and put in bet- 
ter shape than it was when new, it having been 
opened in 1873. Kitchen Brothers had made 
extensive purchases of the latest styles of fur- 
niture, carpets, etc., which had arrived and 
were being put in place. The greater portion, 
however, was removed, but received considera- 
ble damage by breakage and water. The iusur- 
ance on the furniture Was very light. The de- 
struction of this hotel is considered a great ca- 
lamity, leaving Omaha virtually without first- 
class hotel accommodation. Oue of the owners 
said to your correspondent that the insurance- 
money, $100,000, would probably be invested in 
rebuilding. Wuring the fire three firemen were 
injured, but none killed, as first reporteu.

Bogue was to 
have been the manager, and he was io this city 
on business yesterday evening when he received 
the news. He will go home to-day. After a 
portion of the furniture had been put into the 
house he took out a thirty-day poltey for 
$5,000, and, unless the Kitchen Brothers 
have since secured more insurance, that 
is all there was upon the furniture. The 
$5,000 policy was taken out about two weeks ago. 
Unless more insurance has been obtained, the 
loss to the Kitchen Bros. on the furniture will 
amount to from $20,000 to $25,000, 

Maj. Bogue stated that he did not know much 
about the insurance upon the building, but he 
believed that $100,000 had been carried upon it 
for the last tive vears. The owners have re- 
centiy made improvements apou the house to 
the amount of about $20,000. A ve ele- 
vator was put up and several otber 
additions made. Everythwg in the house 
was new about the premises. Maj. Bogue 
appeared to think that the fire was caused by 
the carelessness of servants. His fricnds are 
anxious to have him secure toe Withereti House 
at once, which is im a fine location.

He was finally arrest- 
edon Tuesday, after che officers had carefully 
examined the premises, and found in the barn 
ahvary club with blood on it aud blood on the 
stairs. One of the things which bad attracted 
suspicion was that ‘Tavior was scen washing 
g lieht wagou, wach nonc of the family knew 
of having been uscd the day before. Upon ar- 
rest, Taylor expressed much surprise, and pro- 
fessed entire ignorance of the deed. He 
gid he saw a well dressed man talk 
jae with Alice at the door, but 
hai not scen her since. Finally, however, ou 
Wednesday afternoon, he was brought to make 
a confession of his crime in all its horrid details, 
as follows: Alice O'Donnell knew of the rob- 
ding of the house of the Chief-oi-Volice of this 
city, and, as Taylor was implicated in it. he 
thought best to murder her. Taking her whiie 
at the barn, he struck her an awful blow with a 
dub from behind, and felied her to the earth.

Arriving at a lonely spot, he 
placed the girl’s body over the icnce in a field, 
and covered it with hay from a stack pear by.

The body 
was taken to a house near by and the Coroner 
notified. On arriving in the citv again, the of- 
deer found the city in the greatest state of ex- 
cement, as the news of the confession had 
spread like wild- re. He was fearful that he

ORVILLE GRANT. 


The Unhappy Delusiéne of! a Monmoaniac— 

The Gigantic Commercial Operations 
* Which He Believed Himself to Be En- 

gaged In—His Forcile Detention and In- 

carceration in an Tusane Asylum. 
Snectal Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New York, Sept. 4.—Orville D. Grant, brother 
of ex-President Grant, whose insanity has been 
a familiar fact in private circles for some time, 
was removed from the detention-room in the 
quaint old jail at Elizabeth, N. J. 
to the Insane Asylum at Morris Plains, 
this morning. Two stout attendants 
from the Asylum accompanied him in a car- 
riage, A. R. Corbin, his. brother-in-law, preced- 
ing, to make all the arrangements essential to 
his comfort. Mr. Corbin did not return from the 
Asvlum uutil late in the evening bringing to the 
family of the unfortunate detenu the assurance 
of bis safe arrival at the Asylum and settle- 
ment in as cosnmddious apartments as 
the institution could offer. He will not be 
subject to gnv of the severer restraints or 
experiences of asylum life, his detention being 
the only stipulation made with the medical 
superintendent, the same to be accompanied 
with such medical treatment as may conduce to 
his recovers. The reuwval was conducted very 
quietly. On Monday Dr. Morton, familv physi- 
cian of the Corbius, sigued the nevessarv papers 
to insure his rec eption as a paticnt at the Mor- 
ris Plains Asylum. It is not necessary in New 
Jersey that the papers Should receive the signa- 
ture of a magistrate; but fricods, relatives, or 
proper guardians mar, uon securing a phvsi- 
cian’s. ecrtificate, summon asvium attendants 
and have the patien4,copvey ed to the h tal. 
With this in yiew Mr, Corbin. undertook, Tues- 
dav morning, to Keety beet Mr Grant at home until 
the attendants should Witire, when it was in- 
tended to place Tim gu In carriage and 
drive over to Morris But me surveil- 
lavee of Mr. Corbin, who — — opoosite Mr. 
Grant 's residence, UN not brbre sutheient for 
the putvose, and abunt uoon Mr. Grant took 
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n hospital. 4 tee ae” oe pa- 


bon: recovering his mental 
ne told the doctor and attendants be Ben 
combaay them, unwillingly, of course, to the 
asylum, bat begged he might be permitted to 
remain with bis family until 2 under 
cuard, if deemed essential. pledged his 
word not to attempt to escape, — the attena- 
ants objected ou the ground that no dependence 
could be placed upon the parole of an insane 
patient. The relatives coincid and the 
patient was accordingly committed. Mrs. 
Grant, mother of Orville and the ex-President. 
was found at the elegant residence of 
the Corbins, and spoke frank! 
sons movamania. She said Orville been a 
troubleto the family for some ina If he 
could have been persuaded to remain quietly at 
home no restraint would have been put upon 
hie actions, for he was a kind husband and kind 
father, and there was no apprehension his mania 
would take a violentturn. His insanity con- 
sisted in a monomania for immense transactions 
without any capital, and if he could 
not obtain the money for his traveling expenses 
any other way he would borrow it. Besides, 
bie mind Was so unsteady they did not like to 
trust him on long journeys alone. Last fall be 
went to California to attend to what he called 
large milling interests, and to push the fortunes 
of an invention for cleani wheat, from which 
he expected great things. He returned in June, 
and, stoce then, his mania has been worse than 
ever. Of course he did not hring back the an- 
ticipated fortune. On the contrary, he had spent 
or invested in unremunerative enterprises nearly 
or quite all the $50,000 he bad formerly made 
in the timber business, and she did not think 
there would be anything left for the mainte- 
nance of the family. About three weeks ago 
he went to Boston and entered into contracts 
for pianos aud other manufactured articles to 
the extent of more than $100,000. His friends 
went on to Boston, cancelled bis contracts, paid 
his hotel bill, and brougut him home. It ap- 
peared that Mr. Grant’s monomania is of 
long standing, and that tbe  Presi- 
dent at one time consulted a 
distinguished physician to bave him ascertain 
and report upon his brother’s mental condition. 
It was not thought necessary at that time to 
place bim under restraint. Dr. Morton said the 
patient’s mind had been some time affected, 
but the famiiy"had besitated to send him to the 
asvium, and had tried every means to keep him 
at home. Dr. Morton defines the disease as a 
mopnomania for commercial operations, but ven- 
tures no opinion as to his ultimate recovery. 


LABOR AND CAPITAL. 
Special Dispatch te The Tribuna 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 4.—When the Philadel 
phia Iron and Steel Company tried to begin 
work to-day, they met with considerable trou- 
ble. The strikers, who had been watching the 
mill all night, would not allow the new hands 
to work. Early in the morning smoke was no- 
ticed coming out of the Company’s chimney. 
Tais was the signal for a general pow-wow, and 
before 5 o’clock in the morning more than 400 
strikers, together with other iron-workers, had 
gathered around the amills. The new 
hands did not go far with their work 
befure the disturbance began. All dut 
one were induced, after many threats 
of violence, to abandon their work. The per- 
sistent hand was struck a heavy blow between 
the eyes, and at once gave in. uring the dis- 
turbance there were about twenty-five police- 
men stationed around Veree & Mitchell’s mill 
to prevent any interference with the new hands, 
but there were no arrests. In the other mills 
not one man bas applied for work who was 
not physically unfit or entirely unacquainted 
with the business. The men loaf around the 
streets in large numbers, apparently determined 
not to yield.

SU YDAM. 
THAT TRUNKFUL OF PAP#RS. 

When Abraham Suydam swindled old man 
Warner by giving him a bogus title to West Vir- 
ginta lands, and refueeg to make good his loss, be 
doubtless imagined that Warner could be shaken 
off. and would regard the transaction as other vic- 
tims had regarded similar tricks,—not worth 
bothering about, since great expense would attend 
any effort to get even. But Warner is a stubborn 
man, and, having made up his mind that Suydam 
was deserving of punishment, he many a time went 
without a meal in order to have money to pursue 
him, and get evidence to secure his conviction. 
He procured his arrest at last, but not until nearly 
a week had elapsed did he have an idea 
that he had put into the hands of the law one of 
the worst scoundrels that infested America. The 
old man is sad now, on account of Suydam's 
having slipped away from justice, and, though he 
has as yet no trace of him, he says he will keep 
after him until he again places bim in the lock-up. 

It was known that Suydam had dealt largely in 
real estate, particularly in West Virginia lande, 
but it was only a matter of surmise that his deeds, 
abstracts, etc., were fraudulent. at they were 
80 is a matter of fact, for all the paraphernalia of 
hie business are in the possession of State's-At- 
torney Mille and Mr. George A. Gibbs, Warner's 
attorney. A trunkful of papers and counterfeit 
seals was turned over to them by 

KITTY GIBLING, 

the forger’s accomplice. When she and Suydam 
separated in this city over a year ago,—a blind. in 
order to deceive the brother of his lawful wife. -— 
Kitty took the documents, etc., to Detroit. While 
tnere she received letters and teiegrams telling her 
to destroy them. and she gave Suydam the impres- 
sion that this nad been done. She didn't know 
whether the papers were worth anything, but con- 
cluded to keep them anyhow. It was well that 
she did, for they proved to the means of keep- 
ing her out of jail. aving been arrested 
for perjury, the case being clear, as she swore 
she was sSuydam’s wife. a term of years in tae 
penitentiary was certain. She offered to turn 
State's evidence, andztell ail she knew, and State's- 
Attorney Mills agreed to recommend that immuni- 
ty be given her. He was prompted to this decision 
vy the belief chat Kitty had been imposed upon by 
Suydam. He had reported that he was divorced 
from his wife, and told ber that, under the ruling 
of Lilinois courts,—if she lived with him a year 
and was known as Mrs Suydam, she was so in the 
eve of the law. Having fan in what he said. she 
signed Kitty Suydam to one deed, and swore 
that she was hie wife. Subsequent to the turning 
over of the papers, however. owing to the pressure 
brought to dear by Saydam’s § attorneys. 
Kitty, or rather Mrs. Modoieck, for the 
latter is her right name, concluded to keep her 
mouth shut, and refused, as will be remembered. 
to answer certain questions at the hearing in 
Suydam's case. Having forfeited her right to im 
munity by failing to keep her agreement, sne is 
now awaiting an examination on the charge of 
perjury, aud a term of years in the Penitentiary is 
a certainty. ° 

It would be an almost endless task to give even 
an outline of 

THE CONTENTS OF THE TRUNK REFERRED TO. 
There were bogus seals of almost every County 
Clerk in West Virginia, seale of State officers, seais 
of Notaries and Commissioners of Deeds, and arm- 
fals of fictitious conveyances and abstracts of 
property in Virginia and West Virgimia. One ab- 
stract was for 375. 000 acres in Logan, Wyoming, 
and McDowell Counties, Weet Virginia; another 
for 875,830 acres in Greenbmer County, and 
another for 707,000 acres in Wise and 
Buchanan Counties, Virginia, and McDowell 
County, West Virginia. The titles ran 
ran to different parties, but generally to Richard 
J. Smyth or Charies R. Hawley, —mythe, — 
Suydam acting under a power of attorney 
in making a deal. He would trade off tracts for 
other property and sell the latter for what he could 
get, or borrow money and put thoasands of acres 
up as security, —having the matter so well in hand 
as to deceive lawyers without much trouble. So 
perfect was his plan that some believe that County 
Clerks in Virginia had an interest in his deals. 
But this does not necessarily follow. for if one 
were asked whether there were any judgmenw, 
etc., against Charles R. Hawley, for in- 
stance, one could truthfully answer No, 
and give a certifica since no such 
name appeared on the ks. As titles in 
Virginia are in a borribly mixed condition any- 
how, owing to the lapping of grants, squatters’ 
claims, etc., it is not to be wondered at that little 
satisfaction can be gotten by writing toa County 
Clerk. In several instances Suydam disposed of 
the same tract to two different parties, working 
quickly, and making the second trade before the 
first deed was recorded. His manner of “oing 
business leads one to the conclusion that he was 
playing for a big stake, and. ae ootained it, 
intended te go abroad and live lige a gentle- 
man. 

As has been previously stated in Tux Tripuns, 
Suydam lived in West Virginia for several years, 
and nominally was engaged in the practice of 
the law. He made himself samiliar with real-estate 
matters, got copies of old deeds, seals, etc., and 
seems to have devoted most of his time to matur- 
ing his plans for the swindling operations which 
resulted in his arrest. When he resided in Barbers- 
ville, W. Va., he had the reputation of being 
,** sharp and shrewd with a dark side. 

Kitty says he can imitate any signature, out it 
cannot be proven that he forged ail the names in 
the instruments, though it is quite likely that they 
are his work. He having obtained the genuine im- 
pression on a certificate or some other document, — 
an easy thing to do,—he got an imprint by using 
a combination of lead, wax, and a chemical which 
prevented the composition from sticking 
to the paper. The counterfeit was not 
a good one and a peculiarity in 
all of Suydam’s deeds and abstracts is the indis- 
tinetness of the seals. Thie would not be noticed 
at a glance, but a good look betrays it. 

While West Virginia lands were his stronghold, 
Suydam plasterea

with bogus deeds, and raised consideraple money 
thereby. So far as now known, he got $75,000 in 
Chicago. The loan he got on the McIntyre prop- 
erty has already been referred to in Tus T'risune. 
A week or so ago a man, who did not state who he 
was or for whom ne was acting, settled with Mr. 
McCord, who held the second mortgage of $800, 
for $500, and offered the agent of Mr. Houston 
$2,300 for the first mortgage. This looks as if 
Suydam or hie friends were trying to get rid of 
damaging evidence; but it will take a large sum to 
go around. The attempt will probable be aban- 
doned when Suydam learns that Kitty has deliv- 
ered up the papers. 

While it is a fact that a good many men in Chicago 
have been bitten by Suydam, it is a hopeless un- 
dertaking to get at their names and the amounts 
they have lost, and for this reason they do not 
want itto get out that they think the deeds they 
hold are bogus, since they expect, by threatening 
lawsuits, that the owners of the property will pay 
something to remove the cloud from their titles. 
Some hove, by this means, to get back 20 or 30 
percent of their investment, and many of them 
will doubtless be successful. The ones stuck on 
West Virginia lands have nothing to look forward 
to. and they will prosecute, and can produce evi- 
dence sufficient to send Suydam to Joliet for the 
remainder of his life, provided, of course, he 
is captured again. It is believed that he is still in 
the city, bidden by friends, and that his arrest is 
only a matter of time.

A FIGHT FOR LIFE. 


An American Kills Thirteen Men in Defense 
of His Home and Family. 
Santiago (Chili) Ei Ferro-carrii. 

Joseph Brower, an American citizen, resided 
for several years with his family om the pro- 
ductive island of La Mocha(at the mouth 
of the Tirual River), which he had rented from 
the Chilian Government. This islana is situat- 
ed in latitude 38 degrees 22 minutes, lon- 
gitude 3 degrees 22 minutes, and Mr. 
Brower was rapidly transforming it 
into a paluadle and productive farm. 
Several varieties of wood, oils, and fish were 
abundant, and were exported and sold, not 
only in Chili, but throughout South Americcn 
countries. Two or three vessels were employed 
constantly by Mr. Brower to carry on his busi- 
ness. He had already imported from thé 
United States steam engines, saw mills, agri- 
cultural implements, and numerous other ele- 
ments of industry to cuitivate the land. 

The island of La Mocha, which before Mr. 
Brower’s arrival was a wild forest and filled 
with wild beasts, was converted, through Mr. 
Brower’s energy, into an attractive varden. 
Mr. Brower was married to a very handsome 
and accomplished American lady, and was the 
father. of two fine children. 

Several months ago he went to Chiloe and en- 
gaged over 100 natives to work as laburers in his 
hacienda. The articles of diet given to laborers 
througbout the Republic of Chili is a species of 
beans which is very nutritious, and is grown in 
abundance in the country. This was the diet 
offered bv Mr. Brower to his men, but the latter 
were not pleased with it. and demanded potatoes 
instead. Mr. Brower told them he had none, 
and, of course, was unable to accommodate 
them. The mob of native barbarians then be- 
came Violent, and began a furious attack upon 
Mr. Brower and his defenseless family. He 
bravely fought for some time, defending the 
lives of his dear ones, but at last, after killing 
thirteen of his assailants, be fell a victim, with 
his family, to the unjust rage of the assassins. 
They then piundered his house and carried oif 
every valuable article they found on the island. 
Seizing one of Mr. Brower’s vessels, they em- 
barked and sailed for — unknown. 

The history of Mr. Brower fuily shows that 
he was aman of energy and enterprise. He 
was universally loved and respected iv Chili, 
and many were indebted to him for his ven- 
erusity and good heart. Mr. Brower had ac- 
cumulated a fortune of $100,000, whep he re- 
turned to his native country, the United States. 
but there he soon lost every dollar be had 
earned m Chili. But this failure did not dis- 
courage him, and, after marrving, he concluded 
to return to Chilt, the home of his former hap- 
piness and success, and went to work as ap en- 
gipeer on the railroad between Chiliav and 
Talcahuavo, which Mr. Joho Slater, the Ameri- 
cao railway builder, was at the time construct- 
ing in Chili. Mr. Brower succeeded well; and, 
having accumulated another fortune, entered 
into partnership with Mr. Alemputer. and 
rented the Island of La Mocha from the Chilian 
Government. Here, again, he was increasing 
his fortune, but in the midst of hie happiness 
and success has been murdered in cold bivod, 
together with his lovely wife and innocent 
children.

A Very Large and Well-Satisfied Crowd 
in Attendance. 


The Exposition of 1878 opened last night in 
a blaze of light and glory. Never before has 
there been such a successful opening night in 
the history of Chicago’s annual displays in the 
Exposition Building—successful ie joint of 
attendance and in the almost perfect arrange- 
ment of all the parte. That it was not entirely 
complete was not due to any dereliction of 
duty on the part of the management, but 
solely to the usual source of trouble and 
delay—the tardiness of certain of the ex- 
bibitors themsel Compared with all pre- 
vious Exhibitions of the kind, however, the 
one which was opened iast evening under such 
highly favorable auspices showed a noticeable 
improvement even in this respect, and left no 
doubt that, ia the fullness of time,—which is to 
say bv to-day or to-morrow,—al) the available 
space now reserved, but as yet unoccupied, will 
be actually taken possession of and fitted up in 
a manner thoroughly in keeping with the pres- 
ent fitness of things, as revealed in what the 
eye of the visitor now takes in. 

There was a delightful absence of anvthing on 
the fuss-and-feathers orderin the opening. For- 
mality, with acrowd of 6,000 people at the 
doors, ready with their admission tickets and 
clamoring to get in, with a pushing, elbowing 
mass surging up against the little windows of 
the ticket-offices to obtain what the more lucky 
ones in the van already had, and with a con- 
stant accretion of new-comers from the north, 
south, and west, would not only have been out 
of place, but about as good as impossible. Tne 
doors parted at 7 o’clock sharp. lu rushed the 
crowds, taxing to the utmost the business of the 
ticket-takers. Once inside they were greeted with 
the pleasing strains of music, the flash and glare of 
innumerable gas-jeta, the playing of fountains,

The awarding this year of the contract for 
furnishing the music to the unquestionabiy 
capable hands of the Chicago Orchestra, and 
the notable improvement in the way of pro- 
viding the Exposition musicians with a 
balcony which is at once a prominent 
and highly-attractive feature of the display, 
were strokes of wisdom on the part of the man- 
agement which are truly commendable. The 
musical programme last evening embraced many 
choice operatic and popular selections, which 
were rendered in a way that made the matter of 
artistic execution one beyond the reach of cavil, 
and did more than suggest that hereafter the 
music at Chicago Expositions may be, as it was 
when Cincinnati gave herannual displays, a 
feature, and by no means a small one, of the 
occasions. 

The first object to attract the visitor’s eve on 
entering was, of course, the immense fountain 
in the centre of the building, with its merry 
play of rushing, spouting, leaping waters, and 
the numerous aquaris encircling it, filled with 
various specimens of the finny tribe that dis- 
ported themselves in their aqueous element. 
Of course everybody with one accord voted it 
an immense improvemect on what they had 
seen in its place a year before, and all were en- 
thusiastic in their praises of its beanty. To 
the south were the displays of silverware 
and costiy jewelry, brilliant under the rays 
of the surrounding gas-jets; the wondrous 
beauty of the exbibits of furs—furs of all kinds 
and in all possible combinations that would 
suggest richness, elegance, and harmony of de- 
sign; the concentration of all that was attractive 
to the eye of woman, and appreciative man, * 
for that matter, in the magnificent displays o 
dress goods, millinery, carpets of the most ex- 
quisite design and rarest work, rich and heavy 
hangings, and laces whose filminess was 
such that an enthusiast might de 
tempted to call it ethereal. Further on 
one behetd rich furniture in Eastlake and other 
styles, costly upholstery, pianos that might be 
played on and not merelv looked at, and, com- 
ing down to 

MORE PRACTICAL THINGS, 
all the thousand-and-one articles that go to 
make up the furnishing of a modern house. The 
display of carriages, from the fairy-like phaeton 
to the large, heavy, and magnificent affair for 
state occasions, was unusualiy large and well- 
selected, and the practacally-minded and curious 
ones, who always want to know what 
a thing costs, were not plunged into 
the depths of sorrow and regret when they con- 
sulted the pamphlets and price-lists ready for 
distribution, for they found therein that there 
had been an evident tumble in the figures of 
carriages as well as in other luxuries, until in 
many cases they came within the limits of the 
visitor’s pile. Besides the carriages proper, 
there were road-wagons, a gorgeous band-chari- 
ot, and a full-fledged omnibus, 
with its yellow and vermilion 
and its unmistakable red 
The male stroller through the 
of the building brought up now and then 
against a ready-made clothing show, which 
set him to studying the fashions and admiring 
the cut of garments adapted to the manly form 
divine. In the southern wing of the building, 
where the young men and maidens loved es- 
pecially to linger and utter ejaculations which, 
being interpreted generally, meant Oh! how 
sweet! were the flowers and plants, —quaint, 
curious, and costly,—which made up the floral 
display,—not quite so extensive, perhaps, or so 
perfect, as that of the previous year, but, for 
all that, very creditable, and, to judge of the 
encomiums passed upon it by the visitors, un- 
qyuestionably attractive. 

NORTH OF THE FOUNTIAN 
were the pagoda of Chicago’s most famous can- 
dy-manufacturer, at which purses were lighteu- 
ed of a portion of their contents and a corre- 
sponding amount of sweets to the sweet 
taken in exchange therefor ; the clothing cutters 
and manufacturers, mapping out and getting 
into shape for the sewing-machines half-a-aozen 
suits of clothes at once; the vegetable-ivery 
stand, where all sorts of curious things, useful and 
ornamental, were turned out and held up tothe 
wondering gaze of open-mouthea rustics: the 
magnificent millinery display of one of Chicago's 
largest wholesale houses in that line, with its 
attachment of a hat-manufactury in ful! blast.

Another machine, 
worked by a male overative, received hats that 
were of no particular or well-detined shape, and 
turned them out in a wonderfully brief space 
of time into something that would no doubt be 
pronounced “a periect love of a bonnet” by 
the sex who wear the article. Farther 
north were the boot and shoe manufacturers, 
in quite as full strength and brilliant working- 
costumes as they appeared a year ago; the silk- 
loom: the fire and burglar proof safes; the 
wire-cioto articies, of such varying texture and 
utility: the force-pumpsand the vascade, behind 
which appeared astar formed of vari-colured 
lights; a huge steam washing-machine; the
